A few minutes before 5 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon Superintendent M urray sent word 
to all the captains t > dismiss their reserves. 
It meant that the tie-up was over afid there 
was no further me of ex tra police.

superintendent also reissued the order grant­ 
ing the men the vacations which were 
stopped on Saturday . 
A lively rumpus occurred a t Ninety -sev­ 
enth street and Third avenue Sunday m orn­ 
ing.

the grand jury sufficient to convince them 
hat there ex ists throughout the country a 
treasonable organization 
known as the 
lied American 
International W orking­ 
men's AsjO int.on.” 
This organization is 
I escribed at great length. 
Among other 
Cuing» the report say s: 
“ Tins association, with all its branches, is 
essentially anarchical in theory and prac­ 
tice. 
The main articles of its creed are 
arson, robbery and murder. 
Its proclaimed 
purpose is the overthrow of our government 
and the erection upon its ruins of a so-called 
socialistic commonwealth. 
The policy pur­ 
sued by this association is to secure control 
of all labor organizations, and particularly 
of the Knights of Labor; to see to it th at 
the officers of all labor oaganizations are 
chosen from the scientific socialists; to em­ 
ploy every means to produce discontent 
among the people and to stir up on all oc- 
casions and a t all times as much strife and 
agitation as possible.” 
“More than a y ear ago tho Pacific coast 
was selected as the most favorable ground 
on which to start a movement for the sub­ 
version of the governm ent 
Lost fall 
branches of this organization were estab­ 
lished a t Seattle, Tacoma, Oly mpia and other 
points on Puget sound. The agitation of the 
Chinese q uestion was to be made a t once the 
pretex t and cover for the treasonable opera­ 
tions of the band of scientific socialists.
